At  the  Twenty-fifth  Quadrennial  Session  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church,  to  be  held  in  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
May  16,  1928,  we  celebrate  the  One  Hundredth  Anniversary 
of  our  Denomination. 

That  God  has  used  us  and  blessed  us  as  a  denomination, 
there  can  be  no  doubt.  Our  church  has  fulfilled  her  mission 
to  a  greater  or  less  extent  as  a  Gospel  carrier,  comparing 
favorably,  we  believe,  with  other  evangelical  bodies ;  and  in 
the  field  of  Ecclesiastical  Government,  she  has  certainly  ful- 
filled a  mission.  The  fact  that  we  have  never  been  a  large 
denomination  does  not  necessarily  lessen  our  importance  nor 
reflect  on  the  justice  of  our  contentions,  because  these  ele- 
ments and  principles  also  exist  in  other  bodies.  But  we  con- 
clude at  this  period  that  of  our  life  as  a  denomination  we 
have  given  a  practical  and  convincing  demonstration  of  this 
form  of  church  government,  and  have  been  altogether  jus- 
tified in  remaining  a  distinct  body  and  pursuing  our  own 
course. 

If  God  sees  fit  to  continue  us  and  prosper  us  in  this  ca- 
pacity, we  shall  gladly  remain  so;  in  order  to  stand  as  a 
memorial  to  our  founders  and  as  an  appreciation  of  our  be- 
loved contenders  throughout  our  history,  and,  lest  by  union 
with  larger  bodies,  these  principles  become  dimmed  and  re- 
ceive little  chance  of  expression. 

If  our  churches  history  is  precious  to  us,  her  present 
and  future  should  be.  Just  now  she  is  largely  hindered  in 
point  of  service  and  obligation  and  in  enlarging  her  borders 
because  of  lack  of  funds.  Loyalty,  if  expressed  in  other 
ways  than  in  mere  words  of  praise,  will  rise  up  in  holy 
Christian  stewardship  and  come  to  her  relief.  If  we  will  love 
and  serve  God  with  the  whole  heart,  and  that  within  the 
ranks  of  our  Beloved  Church,  we  shall  not  be  wanting  in 
our  souls  nor  wanting  in  our  reward,  and  our  Church  shall 
not  be  wanting  in  spiritual  life  blood,  and  power  to  accom- 
plish her  full  Commission.

CONFERENCE  PROCEEDINGS 


Friday  Morning 

The  Eighty-first  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  convened  at  Chatham, 
Louisiana,  November  4,  5  and  6,  1927,  at  10:00  o'clock,  A. 
M.,  with  President  E.  0.  Hearn  in  the  chair. 

The  President  read  the  Scripture  Lesson  from  Colo- 
sians  3  and  lead  the  Conference  in  earnest  prayer. 

Conference  was  called  to  order  and  declared  open  for 
business. 

The  Secretary  read  the  Roll  of  our  Sainted  Dead. 

The  Ministerial  Roll  was  called. 

Brother  Brown  suggested  that  the  dates  of  entrance  of 
the  preachers  in  this  Conference  be  adjusted  where  neces- 
sary and  further  suggestion  was  made  that  each  preacher 
assist  the  Secretary  in  getting  their  dates  adjusted. 

The  President  ruled  that  all  delegates  must  be  provided 
with  certificates  to  present  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials, 
else  appear  before  the  Committee  in  person.  The  President 
appointed  J.  A.  D.  Williams,  J.  F.  Reid  and  R.  M.  Walker  as 
Committee  on  Credentials. 

A  recess  was  granted,  at  which  time  the  Entertainment 
Committee  was  given  opportunity  to  place  the  visitors  in 
homes;  also,  the  undergraduates,  and  others  desiring  to 
unite  with  the  Conference,  were  given  opportunity  to  meet 
with  the  Committee  on  Itinerancy  and  Orders. 

Conference  was  called  to  order.  The  hour  for  Morning 
Worship  having  arrived,  on  motion  t^/O^^ference  adjourned 
for  preaching  to  reconvene  at  1:00  o'clock. 

Friday  Afternoon 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  J.  A.  Riley. 

Roll  call  was  omitted. 

On  motion  by  Brother  Reid,  the  Conference  Bar  was 
fixed  to  include  the  first  four  rows  of  pews  in  the  auditorium 
and  all  seats  in  the  Sunday  School  room. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  was  read 
and  adopted. 

The  preliminary  report  of  the  Committee  on  Itinerancy 
and  Orders  was  read  and  adopted. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  read  his  report,  which 
was  adopted. 


On  motion,  Rev.  J.  C.  Hearn  was  received  back  into  the 
Conference,  and  was  recommended  in  the  President's  report. 

A  supplementary  report  of  the  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials, which  would  seat  the  delegate  from  Sardis  Chcrch,  was 
adopted. 

The  Official  Hour  for  the  Election  of  Delegates  to  the 
General  Conference  having  arrived,  on  motion  tha  Confer- 
ence went  into  the  election. 

The  President  appointed  F.  Lyman  Shows  as  chairman 
of  the  election,  with  E.  M.  Mouser,  C.  L.  Ates,  I.  L.  Yeager 
as  tellers. 

E.  0.  Hearn  and  F.  Lyman  Shows,  having  received  the 
highest  number  of  votes  respectively,  were  declared  elected 
as  ministerial  delegates,  with  E.  M.  Mouser  and  M.  E.  Per- 
due as  alternates. 

The  vote  on  Lay  Delegates  resulted  in  the  election  of 
R.  W.  Davis  of  Ruston  and  W.  W.  McDonald  of  Monroe,  with 
Miss  Mollie  Stewart  of  Pollock  and  Mrs.  Donald  McKenzie 
of  Monroe  as  alternates. 

The  Conference  then  proceeded  into  the  election  of  Of- 
ficers for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Chair  appointed  J.  B.  Blackburn,  B.  F.  Griffin,  I. 
B.  Ray  as  tellers. 

On  the  first  ballot,  E.  O.  Hearn  was  elected  President. 
On  motion  the  vote  was  made  unanimous. 

On  motion  the  President  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
ballot  for  0.  W.  Stewart  for  Secretary. 

By  acclamation  F.  Lyman  Shows  was  elected  Confer- 
ence Treasurer. 

On  motion  the  same  Standing  District  Committee  was 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  with  the  substitution  of  the 
name  of  W.  W.  McDonald  for  that  of  E.  K.  Reeves. 

On  motion  the  same  Board  of  Church  Extension  was 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion  the  same  three  members  of  the  Young  Peo- 
ple's Board  (elected  annually  by  the  Conference)  were  elect- 
ed to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year. 

L  L.  Yeager  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Committee 
on  Itinerancy  and  Orders  (One  Year). 

F.  Lyman  Shows  was  reelected  Statistical  Secretary 
by  acclamation. 

Upon  suggestion  and  motion  of  Brother  Mouser  the 
Conference  appointed  the  2:00  o'clock  hour  Sunday  after- 
noon for  a  Young  People's  Program,  to  be  given  by  the 
Grayson  Christian  Endeavor  Society. 
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On  motion  Brother  W.  C.  Hearn  was  permitted  to  be 
excused  from  the  afternoon  session. 

The  President  read  the  list  of  Appointive  Committees. 

A  message  was  read  at  this  time,  announcing  the  com- 
ing of  Dr.  Sheridan,  Secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
and  Dr.  McMillan,  President-Elect  of  Westminster  College. 
On  motion,  the  hour  following  their  arrival  Saturday  after- 
noon at  4:00  o'clock  was  set  apart  for  them  to  present  the 
general  interests  of  the  Church. 

On  motion.  Conference  adjourned  to  reconvene  at  8:00 
o'clock  Saturday  Morning. 

Saturday  Morning 

Conference  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

Roll  was  called,  after  which  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceeding  sessions  were  read  and  adopted. 

A  motion  was  made  to  change  the  date  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference,  tq  conform  to  date  of  the  Arkansas  Conferences 
(A  division  of  these  Conferences  having  been  effected  48 
years  ago).  After  some  discussion  the  motion  was  voted 
or  and  lost. 

The  Committe  on  Education  made  its  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  made  its  report,  which 
was  adopted. 

On  motion,  Conference  was  adjourned  for  one  hour  for 
committee  work. 

Conference  resumed  business  after  the  hour's  recess. 

The  Committee  on  Periodicals  made  its  report,  which 
was  adopted. 

The  Memorial  Service  was  set  for  10:00  o'clock  Sunday 
Morning,  Brother  W.  M.  Piatt  being  selected  to  have  charsre. 

On  motion,  the  Conference  heard  invitations  to  enter- 
tain the  next  session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  Jena  and 
Kelly  gave  invitations  and,  a  vote  being  taken,  Jena  was  de- 
cided upon. 

On  motion,  the  date  for  next  Conference  was  set  for 
10:00  o'clock,  A.  M.,  Thursday  before  the  First  Sunday  in 
November. 

Report  of  J.  F.  Reid,  Conference  Missionary,  was  read 
and  adopted. 

Report  of  H.  H.  Cantley,  Conference  Missionary,  was 
read  and  adopted. 

G.  J.  L.  Brown,  Conference  Missionary,  gave  a  verbal 
report,  which  was  adopted. 
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J.  A.  D.  Williams  gave  a  verbal  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

The  hour  for  Mornine-  Worship  having  arrived,  on  mo- 
tion, Conference  adjourned. 

Saturday  Afternoon 

After  devotional  services,  Conference  was  called  to  or- 
der by  the  President. 

Roll  call  and  reading  of  minutes  were  dispensed  with. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  made  their  report,  which 
was  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  By-laws  and  Rules  of  Order 
was  read  and  adopted. 

Sister  L.  M.  Paul's  report  was  read  and  accepted. 

Brother  Piatt  spoke  on  the  need  of  our  people  subscrib- 
ing to  our  Church  organ.  The  Methodist  Protestant,  stating 
that  in  the  beginning  of  his  ministry  he  began  reading  this 
paper  and  used  it  as  his  assistant  pastor,  handing  out  used 
and  sample  copies  to  his  members.  He  suggested  that  the 
Conference  offer  a  prize  of  a  nice  Bible  to  the  pastor  who 
would  secure  the  most  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Pro- 
testant during  the  ensuing  year. 

Rev.  Lawrence  Little,  Secretary  of  our  Young  Peonies 
Board,  was  introduced  to  the  Conference  and  invited  to 
present  the  interest  of  the  Board  and  also  the  interests  of 
the  General  Conference.  He  spoke  at  length  on  behalf  of 
the  Centennial  OraHtude  Gift,  making  a  strong  apDeal  for  a 
response  from  this  Conference.  He  personally  conducted  the 
raising  of  subscriptions  on  the  floor  and  the  people  respond- 
ed with  enthusiasm.*  $428.00  of  the  $500.00  quota  was 
raised  at  this  time. 

Dr.  Sheridan  and  Dr.  McMillan  were  introduced  to  the 
Conference.  They  were  invited  to  speak  to  the  Conference 
at  6 :45  o'clock  in  the  evening  before  the  preaching  service. 

On  motion.  Conference  adjourned,  to  reconvene  after 
the  night  services. 

Saturday  Evening 

The  President  called  the  Conference  to  order. 

The  Conference  Treasurer  made  his  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Pastors'  Reports  was 
read  and  adopted. 

The  Rescue  Missionary,  J.  R.  Downs,  gave  his  annual 
report,  which  was  adopted. 
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On  motion,  the  President  was  empowered  to  re-appoint 
Brother  Downs  as  Conference  Rescue  Missionary. 

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  read  and  adopted. 

On  moton,  the  President  was  empowered  to  appoint, 
upon  occasion,  the  Conference  Evangelist. 

On  motion,  the  gift  of  $100.00  in  question,  was  granted 
the  South  Winnfield  Church. 

J.  A.  Riley  made  his  report  verbally,  which  was  accept- 
ed. He  was  granted  a  relationship  of  Conference  Evangelist 
for  another  year. 

J.  B.  Blackburn,  Conference  Evangelist,  made  a  verbal 
report,  which  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  Thanks  made  their  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

E.  A.  Dennard  was  granted  a  Missionary  Relationship. 

W.  S.  Dunn,  Conference  Missionary,  read  his  report, 
which  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Official  Character  stated  they  had 
no  report  to  make. 

Motion  was  made  to  grant  the  Statistical  Secretary  time 
after  conference  in  which  to  complete  his  work. 

Amendment  was  made  to  the  original  motion  of  last 
Conference  which  called  for  the  President  to  preach  the 
opening  Sermon,  making  it  possible  for  the  President  to 
either  preach  the  sermon  or  appoint  some  other  in  his  place, 
at  his  own  discretion. 

The  report  from  the  Board  of  Young  Peoples  Work  of 
the  Louisiana  Conference  was  given  by  F.  Lyman  Shows, 
which  was  adopted.  Pollock  was  chosen  as  the  meeting  place 
of  the  Summer  Young  Peoples  Conference.  On  motion,  one 
Sunday  in  May  is  to  be  set  apart  by  th3  several  churches, 
at  which  time  they  can  a«^s^«^  f^e^r  t^hris^T^^  i^'^deavor  So- 
cieties nad  Sunday  School  Workers  in  raising  funds  to  de- 
fray their  expenses  to  the  Summer  Co^fereiiLe,  this  day  to 
be  designated  as  "Young  Peoples  Day." 

J.  F.  Reid  was  granted  reappointment  as  Conference 
Missionary. 

On  motion,  the  President  was  authorized  to  state  to  par- 
ties concerned  that  our  church  property  at  Colfax  is  not  for 
sale  or  rent,  and  that  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Conference 
to  reoccupy  this  field. 

Providence  Church  was  declared  extinct. 

The  Stationing  Committee  read  out  the  appointments 
for  the  year. 


Sister  Lula  Wardlow  was  granted  an  Evangelistic  Re- 
lationship. 

J.  N.  Nugent,  H.  H.  Cantley  and  W.  G.  Fussell,  were 
each  granted  a  Missionary  Relationship  to  the  Conference. 

On  motion,  Conference  adjourned.

A  number  of  the  brethren  having 
arrived,  they  joined  with  the  pastor  and  his  people  in  prayer 
and  praise,  and  particularly  in  intercession  for  a  good,  spirit- 
led  session  of  conference.

As  usual,  we  were  privileged  to  hear  some  great  preach- 
ing at  the  regular  preaching  hours.  Brother  Heam,  the 
President,  a  great  preacher  of  the  Gospel  "in  its  simplicity 
and  power,"  preached  the  Conference  Sermon  at  11:00 
o'clock  Friday  morning.  Friday  evening  Bro.  J.  A.  D.  Wil- 
liams brought  the  message,  an  old  time  Holiness  sermon, 
earnestly  contending  for  the  old  teachings  and  practices. 
Saturday  morning  Sister  Perdue  DreacheH  wi^"h  her  usual 
power  and  brought  us  a  great  message.  She  is  a  preacher 
of  renown  in  point  of  power  in  the  pulpit,  ability  to  per- 
suade sinners,  edify  believers,  and  general  usefulness.  Sat- 
urday evening  the  Conference  heard  with  pleasure  and  de- 
light our  visiting  brethren.  After  a  spirited  song  service. 
Dr.  Sheridan  and  Dr.  McMillan  spoke  in  the  interest  of  the 
Home  Mission  work  of  the  Denomination,  and  the  and  the 
Educational  Work  (of  Westminster  College  in  particular) 
respectively.  Lawrence  Little  followed,  bringing  the  mes- 
sage of  the  evening.  Lawrence  is  our  home  boy  and  we 
were  glad  to  have  him  back  in  his  old  Conference,  especially 
as  a  representative  of  our  higher  denominational  interests. 
He  spoke  with  ability  and  clearness  and  at  the  close  of  the 
sermon,  he  directed  the  raising  of  the  remainder  of  the  Cen- 
tenniel  Fund.     There  was  another  good  response   and    we 


went  well  over  the  goal.  (Quite  characteristic  of  this  Con- 
ference, they  responded  just  here  to  an  appeal  for  our  dear 
Brother  Cantley,  who  has  been  in  hard  circumstances,  and 
a  nice  purse  was  collected  for  him) .  Sunday  morning,  10 :00 
o'clock,  the  Memorial  Service  for  the  beloved  P.  A.  Smart 
was  conducted  by  Brother  Piatt.  This  was  a  touching  ser- 
vice, and  the  fact  that  Chatham  was  the  home  of  Brother 
Smart,  many  of  his  intimate  friends  and  loved  ones  were  pre- 
sent to  weep  with  the  Conference  over  his  departure  and  re- 
joice with  them  over  his  triumph.  At  11 :00  o'clock.  Dr. 
Sheridan  brought  the  message.  Already  endeared  to  us  by 
his  lovely  personality,  he  preached  in  beauty  and  simpli- 
city from  the  Word  of  God  and  the  Conference  heard  him 
with  great  pleasure.  We  welcome  such  men,  with  such 
spirit,  among  us  as  our  official  guests.  Sunday  afternoon, 
by  special  arrangement,  the  Young  Peoples'  Society  of  the 
Grayson  Church  gave  a  demonstration  program  of  a  regu- 
lar C.  E.  Prayer  Meeting.  This  program  was  highly  inter- 
esting and  instructive  and  showed  what  our  young  people 
are  capable  of  doing  in  church  life.  Brother  Little  was  pre- 
sent and,  after  discussing  the  plans  of  the  Centennial  Young 
Peoples'  Convention  at  Baltimore,  and  receiving  a  number  of 
Registration  Fees,  he  gave  a  fine  talk  to  and  for  the  youth 
of  our  Conference.  Sunday  evening.  Dr.  McMillan  brought 
the  Gospel  message,  contending  for  a  practical  emphasis 
upon  the  vital  things  of  our  religion,  and  vital  interests 
of  our  church.  Dr.  McMillan  has  a  great  responsibility  in  the 
assumption  of  the  Presidency  of  Westminster  College  and 
we  bespeak  for  him  a  wholesome  cooperation  of  Louisiana 
Methodist  Protestants. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church: 

We  are  here  in  our  81st.  Session  to  report  work  done  and  to  plan 
for  the  further  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ. 

So  richly  has  God  lavished  His  grace  upon  us  that  we  cannot 
but  say,  Blessed  be  His  Name! 

But,  as  we  sing  praises  to  Him,  a  shadow  falls  upon  us,  for  all 
who  started  the  year  with  us  are  not  here  to  answer  roll  call.  Rev. 
P.  A.  Smart  departed  this  life  the  first  day  of  last  April,  and  some 
of  our  honored  and  faithful  laymen  have  passed  away.  We  pay 
tribute  of  love  to  them  and  hold  their  memory  dear;  but  we  sorrow 
not  as  those  who  have  no  hope;  and  to  their  loved  ones  who  survive, 
we  extend  our  sympathies  and  prayers. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Lee  had  to  give  up  his  pastorate  in  February  on  ac- 
count of  ill  health,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  Lewis  had  the  misfortune  of  a  serious 
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accident  a  few  days  back.     These  brethren  have  been  faithful  mini- 
sters in  this  Conference,  and  deserve  our  sympathy  and  prayers. 

Itinerary:     I  started  the  visitation  of  the  churches   Sunday  fol- 
lowing the  close  of  last  Conference  session.     During  the  year  I  have     V 
visited    every   charge   in   the    Conference    once,    a   majority    of   them 
twice,  and  a  few  three  times.     I  have  looked  after  the  welfare  of  the 
church  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

New  Churches  and  Improvements:  Emmanuel  Church,  in  South 
Winnfield,  has  erected  a  new  building.  Several  other  buildings  have 
been  improved  in  the  district.  There  has  been  one  new  church  or- 
ganized during  the  year. 

Official:  Immediately  after  last  Conference  I  appointed  Sister 
M.  E.  Perdue  pastor  of  Courtland  Church  on  the  Queen  City  charge, 
and  Bro.  B.  F.  Griffin  associate,  to  serve  the  rest  of  the  charge. 

I  appointed  Rev.  R,  M.  Walker  pastor  of  Rice  Circuit. 

I  released  Rev.  J.  W.  Lee  from  West  Carroll  Mission  and  ap- 
pointed Rev.  F.  L.   Shows  pastor. 

The  first  of  March  I  received  Rev.  J.  C.  Hearn  back  into  the 
Conference,  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Conference. 

In  May,  I  released  Rev.  W.  W.  Harris  from  Roberts  Mission. 

In  September,  I  gave  Rev.  J.  C.  Little  a  letter  of  standing. 

October  11,  I  gave  Rev.  S.  B.  Williams  a  letter  of  standing. 

Recommendations:  I  find  that  where  Pastors  are  giving  full 
time  to  the  pastorate,  the  churches  are  more  progressive;  and  as  no 
pastor  can  give  full  time  without  an  adequate  support,  I  recommend 
that  our  church  officials  put  this  important  matter  before  the  mem- 
bership of  their  respective  churches  that  they  may  see  this  great  need. 

Second.  The  coming  year  will  be  the  One  Hundredth  Anniversary 
of  our  Church,  and  the  Executive  Committee  has  authorized  the 
raising  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  as  an  offering  of  grati- 
tude, to  commemorate  the  close  of  the  first  century  of  our  existence 
as  a  denomination.  This  is  not  to  be  in  the  form  of  an  assessment, 
or  budget,  but  is  to  be  a  gratuitous  gift.  This  Conference  is  asked 
to  give  1500.00  and  I  recommend  that  we  accept  this  apportionment. 

I  conclude  my  report  by  suggesting,  as  I  did  a  year  ago,  that 
we  use  utmost  judgment  in  arranging  the  circuits  and  assigning  the 
pastors.

We  recommend  that  an  assessment  of  25  cents  be  placed  on  each 
adult  member  of  our  churches  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  expenses 
of   Delegates   to   the    General    Conference    next    May,    and   that   the

BY-LAWS 


Section  1.  No  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Annual 
Conference  without  proper  credentials,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  election;  and  in  case  of  alternate,  the  certificate  shall  so  express 
it. 

Sec.  2,  Delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  elected  from 
the  members  in  good  standing  and  in  full  membership,  over  the  age 
of  fifteen  years.  In  circuits,  stations  and  missions,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Steward  to  designate  the  time  and  place  and  give  notice 
of  the  election.  The  election  shall  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the 
stewards;  and  they  shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  returned  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference,  there  to  be 
compiled  and  consolidated.  The  person  or  persons  receiving  a  plural- 
ity vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  delegate  or  delegates,  and  next 
highest  shall  be  declared  alternate  or  alternates,  and  receive  certi- 
ficates accordingly;  provided  that  in  the  case  of  a  tie,  member  of 
Quarterly  Conference,  by  a  majority  vote  shall  decide;  and  provided 
further,  that  in  case  the  delegate  and  alternate  elected  from  any 
work  are  providentially  hindered  from  attending  the  Annual  Con- 
ference to  which  they  were  elected,  then  the  pastor  in  charge  shall 
have  the  right  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  represent  the  work  in 
the  Conference.  That  no  one,  especially  the  men,  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote  for  delegate  who  does  not  contribute  regularly  for  the  support 
of  the  pastor,  and  the  claims  of  the  General  Annual  Conference. 

Sec.  3.  No  persons  shall  be  elected  to  orders,  except  they  be  per- 
sons of  exceptional  moral  character,  genuine  piety,  respectable  at- 
tainment, and  sound  in  the  belief  of  the  fundamental  doctrine  of 
Christianity,  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  Gospel  duties. 

Sec.  4.  No  minister  in  good  health  shall  be  left  v/ithout  minis- 
terial work  for  more  than  one  year;  at  the  end  of  which  time-  he 
shall  resume  his  itinerate  labors,  or  be  transferred  to  the  unstationed 
list,  and  if  so  transferred  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  his  standing. 
This  rule  shall  apply  to  any  minister  so  transferred  provided  he,  at 
his  own  request,  may  locate  by  vote  of  the  conference. 

Sec.  5.  No  minister  or  preacher  appointed  to  a  circuit,  station 
or  mission,  shall  cease  from  labors  assigned  him  by  the  stationing 
authority  until  his  term  of  service  shall  have  expired,  except  by 
consent  of  the  President,  for  reason,  by  him  deemed  expedient. 

Sec.  6.  The  President  shall  furnish  each  pastor  with  a  condensed 
blank  PASTOR'S  report  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  each 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  that  each  pastor  may  give  a  dis- 


ciplinary  report  of  his  labors,  that  the  report  be  handed  to  the 
chairman  on  pastor's  reports  immediately  after  the  opening  of  the 
Conference  on  the  first  day,  and  that  as  soon  as  passed  upon  by 
committee  and  Conference  said  report  shall  be  delivered  to  Confer- 
ence Steward  for  his  action,  then  to  the  Statistical  Secretary  for  final 
disposition.  Should  any  pastor  fail  to  comply  with  this  rule,  for  the 
first  offence  he  shall  be  reprimanded  by  the  President,  and  for  the 
second  offence  shall  be  located  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Conference. 
That  the  evangelists  and  Conference  missionaries  read  their  report 
to  the  Conference.  We  recommend  that  when  the  President  visits  a 
pastoral  charge  that  he  first  converse  freely  with  the  pastor  as  to 
the  spiritual  and  financial  condition  of  the  charge,  and  that  he  insist 
on  a  strict  obedience  of  the  vows  made  when  uniting  with  the  church. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  each  charge  shall  soon  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Conference,  meet  and  in  connection 
with  the  pastor  proportion  the  assessment  made  by  the  fourth  Quar- 
terly conference  for  the  support  of  the  pastor.  The  proportion  to  be 
made  to  each  class  according  to  ability  and  willingness  to  pay,  and 
that  the  stewards  see  that  the  same  is  paid  promptly,  and  in  con- 
nection with  Sec.  7  we  recommend  that  each  steward  keep  a  non- 
effective roll,  noting  those  that  are  able  and  do  not  contribute  to 
the  support  of  the  pastor,  the  president  and  to  the  general  interest 
of  the  church,  and  that  the  stewards  notify  the  pastor  of  the  number 
that  are  inefficient,  and  that  the  pastor's  report  show  the  number 
of  members  that  do  not  help  support  the  church. 

Sec.  8.  On  all  subjects  involving  the  financial  interest  of  the 
church,  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote,  except  those  who  are  eigh- 
teen years  of  age,  and  are  contributing  members  in  full  membership. 

Sec.  9.  Any  member  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  in  good  stand- 
ing and  in  full  membership  for  one  year,  is  eligible  to  any  office  in 
the  church,  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  Annual  Conference;  provided, 
that  where  a  church,  circuit,  station  or  mission,  has  no  member  of 
said  age,  they  may  place  in  office  in  the  church,  or  elect  as  delegate 
to  the  Annual  Conference  such  as  are  not  twenty-one  years  of  age 
and  such  as  have  not  been  members  one  year. 

Sec.  10.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  previous  to  any  action  to  be 
taken  that  involves  the  financial  interest  of  the  church. 

Sec.  11.  The  term  of  office  of  Conference  Steward  shall  be  one 
year. 

Sec.  12.  The  Conference  Steward  shall  be  required  to  receive 
and  hold  all  moneys  collected  for  the  various  benevolent  purposes 
from  the  different  charges,  also  Conference  collections. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conference  Steward  to  settle 
all  incidental  expenses  of  the  Conference  out  of  the  Conference  col- 
lections during  the  session,  and  present  the  remainder  to  the  Con- 
ference for  disbursement. 

Sec.  14.  He  shall  pay  over  to  the  different  boards,  or  persons 
authorized  to  receive  same,  all  money  received  for  the  various  bene- 
volent purposes,  taking  receipt  and  at  which  and  other  business  in 
his  hands  shall  make  a  proper  exhibit  to  the  Conference  during  the 
session  at  which  he  was  appointed,  also  at  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office. 

Sec.  15.  At  the  first  quarterly  Conference  of  each  Conference 
year  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  to  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
made  by  the  fourth  quarterly  Conference,  for  his  support  during  the 
year.     Immediately  after  each  quarterly  Conference  the  pastor  shall 
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call  the  attention  of  each  class  to  the  amount  of  his  salary  that  is 
unpaid,  and  in  case  the  pastor  neglects  to  do  this,  the  steward  will 
not  be  held  responsible  if  the  full  amount  is  not  paid.  In  connection 
with  Section  15,  we  recommend  that  at  the  fourth  quarterly  Confer- 
ence of  each  year  that  a  circuit  steward  be  elected  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  collect  the  general  and  Conference  claims,  and  forward  same 
as  soon  as  collected  to  the  Conference  Steward,  and  that  the  Confer- 
ence Steward  credit  same  to  the  charge  from  which  it  came,  and 
notify  the  pastor  of  the  amount  received  and  how  appropriated.  And 
that  the  pastor  keep  a  record  of  same  for  his  final  report. 

Sec.  16.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session  of  the  Annual 
Conference  a  minister  or  preached  to  preach  an  opening  sermon  at 
the  sitting  of  the  next  annual  session. 

Sec.  17.  The  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  Secretary,  and  properly  arranged  for  printing  in 
the  annual  minutes,  for  which  he  shall  receive  reasonable  compensa- 
tion, and  the  minutes  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Sec.  18.  The  Secretary  shall  take  charge  of  all  books,  journals, 
records  and  proceedings  of  Conference  and  transmit  the  same  to  the 
Conference  at  its  next  session. 

Sec.  19.  The  President  shall  be  the  stationing  authority  of  the 
Conference,  calling  to  his  aid,  as  council  one  layman  from  each  work 
represented. 

Sec.  20.  In  stationing  the  ministers  and  preachers  there  shall 
not  be  given  to  any  one  appointment,  who  in  the  opinion  of  a  maj- 
ority of  the  members,  is  incompetent  for  the  duties  thereof,  or  who 
they  believe  will  neglect  the  appointments,  and  such  ministers  and 
preachers  may  be  transferred  by  conference  to  the  unstationed  list; 
provided  that  no  minister  or  preacher,  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
conference,  is  entitled  to  a  superannuated  relationship,  shall  be  trans- 
ferred. 

Sec.  21.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that  deeds 
be  taken  to  all  the  church  property  belonging  to  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  in  the  Louisiana  District,  and  have  same  recorded. 

Sec.  22.  That  the  President,  Secretary,  Conference  Steward  and 
Standing  District  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  3:00  o'clock  p.  m. 
on  the  first  day  of  each  annual  session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

Sec.  23.  These  By-Laws  can  only  be  changed,  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  giving  one  day's  notice  in  open  Conference  of  such  change, 
alteration  or  amendment,  and  it  will  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  belonging  to  that  session  of  the  Conference. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  be  opened  promptly  on  the  day 
and  time  appointed,  the  President  conducting  the  Devotional  Ser- 
vices. The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after  which  the  President  shall 
read  the  Annual  Report. 

Section  2.  On  the  morning  of  the  second  day  the  names  of  all 
pastors  and  chairmen  of  committees  shall  be  called  and,  as  their 
names  are  called,  they  shall  deposit  their  report  with  the  Secretary, 
said  reports  to  be  dispensed  with  properly. 

Section  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the  Con- 
ference he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to  whom  it  is 
assigned. 
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Section  4.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written,  if  the 
President  and  Secretary  request. 

Section  5.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution  introduced 
and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented,  and  is  read  by  the  Secretary 
or  is  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of 
the  Conference  any  time  before  the  amendment  or  dcision. 

Sction  6.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the  table  shall  be 
taken  without  debate. 

Section  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained  until 
the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of,  which  may  be  done 
by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one  of  the  following  motions  shall 
intervene,  which  are  placed,  namely:  First,  indefinite  postponement; 
Second,  laying  on  the  table;  Third,  referred  to  a  committee;  Fourth, 
postponement  to  a  given  time;  Fifth,  substitute;  Sixth,  amendment. 
A  substitute  may  be  amended. 

Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  to 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise  and  respectfully 
address  the  President,  but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Section  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking 
except  by  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  departs  from 
the  question  or  uses  personalities,  or  disrespectful  language;  but  any 
member  may  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  subject  when 
he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  order,  and  any  member  may  explain  when 
he  thinks  himself  misrepresented. 

Section  10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  question  of 
privilege  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question;  but  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President  shall  decide  it  a  privileged 
question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the 
Conference;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more  than  once  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  have  spoken;  provided,  however,  that  the 
mover  of  a  resolution,  or  a  committee  making  a  report,  shall  in  all 
cases  be  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been  acted 
upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who 
voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsideration,  but  a  motion 
to  re-consider  is  a  non-edbatable  motion,  and  must  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Conference 
without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question 
who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put  by  the  President, 
except  by  leave  of  the  Conference,  when  he  shall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the  time  the 
question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Conference,  for  special 
reason,  excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call  for  the 
ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference,  and  if  the  call 
be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members  present,  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  inorder  to  move  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before  the  Conference, 
except  in  cases  whefre  character  is  involve. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
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Section  19.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairmen  of  com- 
mittees on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  each  chairman  of 
his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each  session  of  Conference. 

Section  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  appointed 
one  year  in  advance,  and  meet  at  next  Annual  Conference  one  day 
prior  to  convening  of  that  body,  and  that  the  undergraduates  meet 
said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  in  their  studies.
